THE WAR IN COREA. 


Late Advices Per Steamer City of 


Peking. 


THE INITIAL SKIRMISH OF THE WAR. 


The Selfish Ambition of the Family bf 


the Queen, Backed by Russian Prom- 


ises of Assistance, at the Bot- 


tom of the Trouble. 


SAN FBANOISCO, Aug. 11.— The steam- 


ship City of Peking arrived yesterday 
morning from Hong- Kong, via Yoko- 
hama. 


Most of the news brought by the 


Peking uimeh from Japanese sources. 
In a telegram from Seoul, under date 
of July 47, it it, made to appear that 
the Japanese minister brought greatj 
pressure to bear on the Corean govern- 
ment for the withdrawal of the Chi- 
nese troops from Asan, asserting that, 
as Corea had been declared a free state, 
the Chinese troops should be sent out of 
the country, otherwise, 3apancould not 
rely on the good faith of the Corean 
government 
The Japanese minister 


urged, in addition to the withdrawal 
of the Chinese troops from Asan, that 
Corea decline to send annually an am- 
bassador to China, as had been the cus- 
tom. 


The Japanese government received 


the following communication from its 
minister at Seoul under date of July 
32: 


'The Corean government has re- 


fused to accept the proposals of the 
Japanese government, and as it does 
not appear likely that \\/ will recon- 
sider the matter, it is unavoidably 
necessary to make fresh resolutions, 
and thorough preparations have now 
been made 


"The Coreans requested the Japan- 


ese minister to withdraw the Japanese 
troops from the country, and also the 
proposals made by the Japanese gov- 
ernment to the Corean government, on 
the ground that if Corea adopt Japan's 
proposals other powers "will dispatch 
forces to the kingdom and make simi- 
lar demands, thereby embarrassing as 
well as forcing the Corean government 
to do their bidding. Corea will make 
the various internal reforms only after 
the departure of the Japanese troops 
from Corea. Corea is undoubtedly in- 
stigated by China in this course." 


The Story of the Enconnter 


Between the Japanese and Corean 
troops before the palace at Seoul is re- 
lated as follows in the Japan Gazette 
of July 24' 


"Yesterday morning there was a 


skirmish between Japanese and Corean 
troops outside the royal palace at 8 
o'clock, and the Corean troops, offer- 
ing resistance, there was a fight for 
twenty minutes, after which the Cor- 
eans were dispersed, and fifty of their 
arras fell into the Japanese troops' 
hands " 


Another Acronnt or the Sfclrmlxh. 


Another accou.it of the skirmish 


brought by the City of Peking is as 
follows 


"The Corean 
government having 


given a most insolent reply to the min- 
ister's second demand, the minister saw 
the futility of any longer negotiating 
with the Corean officials, and intended 
to go this morning to the palace to 
communicate directly with the king. 
Before this the king resolved to call to 
his aid his father, Tai In Kun, and 
seek his counsel on the present condi- 
tion of the country. On this being 
communicated to the king.'s father he 
hesitated, as he feared the Bin family 
would, on hearing of this, prevent him 
by violence from going to the palace. 
The king wa« at length obliged to ask 
the Japanese minister for an escort of 
Japanese troops for Tai In Run. 


Minister Ortori sent an escort to Tai 


In Kun, and at 8 o'clock Corean troops, 
under the Bin family 
instructions, 


fired upon the Japanese troops, who 
fired back. The fight ceased in about 
twenty minutes. 


In 'Kun went to the castle in safety 


with Mr. Ortori. They had an audi- 
ence with the king, who backed the 
minister in connection with his de- 
mands, and assured him he had no in- 
tention of rejecting them. 
Tai In 


Knn was appointed at the head of th« 
government. 
He will reraaim at pres- 


ent in the palace. 


The Bin family, which is at the bot- 


tom of the present trouble, through its 
selfish ambition, will lose its power, as 
Tai In Kun is known to be its enemy." 


Still Another Account. 


Another account says: 
"To Mr. Ortori's second demand the 


Corean government returned an inso- 
lent reply, and the castle showed signs 
of great disturbance. The minister 
placed himself under escortof Japanese 
troops,, and was going to the royal pal- 
ace when the Corean troops fired at him. 
The Japanese troops responded, and 
the fight was over in twenty minutes, 
when the minister went to the pal- 
ace "' 


The announcement is made in a dis- 


patch from Seoul that the flag of the 
czar is flying from the Island of Get- 
snbito. The Russian minister has ac- 
ceded to the request of the queen of 
Corea and her relatives the Bin family, 
to give her protection in case of emer- 
gency.

Paris says that the Mikado's cousin, 
Prince Komatzu, who has been study- 
ing maritime forts in Europe, has left 
Paris for Havre, en route to Japan, re- 
turning by way of the United States. 


Fifty Japanese officers who havi 


been studying in France hare started 
for home. 


The Japnnoae Attaelc Wel-Hal-Wel. 


LONDON, Aug. 11.—The Sbang-Hal 


correspondent of the Cental^ News 
says: "During the absence of the Chi- 
nese fleet the Japanese attacked the 
Chinese at \Vei-IIai-Wei on Thursday. 
They were repulsed at one entrance, 
and then they tried the othe r. 


Marching on Seoul. 


I/ONDOIT, Aug. 11.—The Times cor- 


respondent at Shang-Uai says that 13,- 
000 Japanese from Frusan and 8,000 
from Gensan are marching on Seoul.

desired also to live conveniently to 
their work

One of the most startling rumors of 


a week that has been prolific of re- 
ports which is vouched for by a promi- 
nent senator to-night and told to a re- 
porter of the United Press, was a plot 
in process of incubation that meant 
nothing more nor les-, than the laying 
of violent hands upon the tariff bill, 
and its presentation to the house for 
the purpose of having that body ac- 
cept the senate amendments and pass 
the bill. 


It is said the conferees have become 


possessed of information that leaves 
no room to doubt that it was the in- 
tention of the senate to defeat any re- 
port that its conferees may make and 
then kill the tariff bill outright. The 
house conferees are determined, ac- 
cording to this story, to defeat this 
alleged scheme at all hazards, apd 
•with that end in view have decided 
that they must take the bill back to 
the house and present it to that body 
for action, regardless of its parlia- 
mentary standing or of any of the pre- 
cedents of the senate or of congress. 


There is a diversity of opinion among 


senators as to the status of the bill. 
The majority, however, hold that the 
bill and the report must come back to 
the honse granting the conference and 
not to the body asking it. In this case 
the senate granted the conference. N 
Is held, and all the precedents, no1 
only of congress, but of the honse oi 
parliament, showthat under all forms 
of parliamentary laws the original bil 
that went to conference belongs to the 
honse granting the request for the con 
ference. 


On the other hand, the house people 


claim that they have authority for 
their 
position, 
the Reed 
Manual 


which those who have examined into 
the matter closely say, gives the right 
to the bill to the body asking the con 
ference. 
In this case thd situation 


would not be changed, for the senate 
Is the body that asked the first confe 
ence. 


A careful canvass of the authorities 


on parliamentary law would appear to 
nphold the contention of the senate 
that it alone is entitled to the bil 
when it comes from conference, and 
the senate must act upon the measure 
before it can possibly reach the house 
If the senate has really made up its 
mind to defeat the bill, nothing but a 
resort to the most desperate measures 
can get the bill into the house whep 
it might be saved from an untimely 
death by the acceptance of the senate 
amendments. Should this be done, iU 
accomplishment would only be se 
cured by a violation of all former prac 
tices. 


The senators who were Informed o 


this alleged plot in discussing the mat 
tor tn-nlght said that if the honse at- 
tempted to pass the bill in this way 
they doubted very much if the ac 
•would be constitutional, and declarec 
that a remedy would be found by th 
•enate. The bill would, under the con 
ditions here outlined, be signed firs 
by the speaker of the honse, after en 
rollmcnt and would then come to th 
•enate for the signature of its presid 
ing ofBcero.

Orders anil purchases have been largely 
based upon individual opinions regard- 
ing the legislative outcome, and a vast 
amount of business lias been deferred 
because the decision was yet in the 
future. 
The accumulating demand, 


which has stimulated trading 
and 


manufacturing within the p:;st week 
or two represents to n great ex- 
tent needs which have been postponed 
waiting for a sett! ernent, but can be 
postponed nu longer. Thus, both the 
rush of deferred business in many lines 
and the scantiness of 
now orders 


reaching into the future reflect an un- 
natural state of things which cannot, 
be expected to continue, and, while 
the volume of business is larger than 
the existing condition of uncertainty 
warrants, it is, in a sense, but a shadow 
of the larger business which should 
come with a removal of uncertainty. 


In .such circumstances the present in- 


dications and conditions are of com- 
paratively little value, but the start- 
ling advance in corn discloses a gen- 
eral belief that the injury to this most 
important crop has been so great as to 
affect materially the traffic of rail- 
roads, the demand for manufactured 
products and the cost of meats for the 
coming year. 


Unless the markets deceive and are
